THE BORDER SCOUTS OF THE ENCAMPMENT - STANDING AT THE GATE, CHALLENGED 

US AS WE DROVE IN AHEAD OF THE BUS LOAD OF EXPECTED GUESTS. WHEN LEARNING 
THAT WE T00,WERE GUESTS THEY HAILED OUR ARRIVAL WITH WHOOPS OF PLEASURE« 

YIPPEE, THEY'RE HERE" AND RAN TO CONFIRM THEIR DISCOVERY TO THEIR LEADER 
AND THE OTHER CAMPERS, For Turis was "4cency Day” (THE DAY WHEN VARIOUS 
AGENCIES SEND THEIR DELEGATES TO VISIT THE CAMP IN A BUS PROVIDED THEIR 
TRANSPORTATION). THE "SQUIRRELS" WHO WERE TENNANTS, OF ONE OF THE TWENTY 
OR MORE TENTS, CHATTERED THE SIGNALS TO THE OTHER "TRIBES" AND WE WERE 
MET BY THE "Hopr-s", STEVE, THE LEADER, AND JOHN (KNOWN IN THE OUTSIDE 
WORLD AS Mr. HERZOG, ASSISTANT To THE Dean oF THE HaRvaRD BUSINESS SCHOOL) 
THE DIRECTOR OF THIS HERALD TRIBUNE FRESH AIR CAMP, 


We RECEIVED A WARM WELCOME AND A HOPI GUIDED TOUR OF THE PREMISES, 
FRESHLY WASHED DOWN BY A MORNING RAIN. WE VIEWED THE TENTS WITH COTS 
NEATLY MADE, SLEEPING-BAGS FOR OVER=NIGHT HIKES AIRING ON THE LINE AND

THE HIKING EQUIPMENT IS STORED. 


IN THE MAIN BUILDING WE FOUND THE DIRECTOR'S OFFICE, WITH OPEN DOOR; 
THE INFIRMARY, COMPLETE WITH PICTURES OF VITAMIN SAVERS AND VITAMIN 
WASTERS, A LITTLE PARAKEET, AND A NURSE WITH A VERY KIND AND COMPETENT 
AIR, SHE GRACIOUSLY MADE US WELCOME WHILE AT THE SAME TIME ATTENDING TO 
THE DOCTOR'S MANY REQUESTS = IN THE ADJACENT EXAMINING ROOM, JIN THIS 
BUILDING ALSO WAS A LARGE ROOM WITH MANY WINDOWS CALLED A LIBRARY, BUT 
IT GAVE ONE MORE THE IMPRESSION OF A METTING OR RECREATION ROOM FOR SUCH 
TIMES AS THE SCOUTS MIGHT BE "RAINED-IN'. AT TWELVE O'CLOCK THE LARGE

(Arts ano Crarrs! FINE ITALIAN HAND). A MOBILE COMPOSED OF LEAVES, A PINE 
CONE AND SOME TINFOIL BALLS CAUGHT MY EYE$ ANOTHER ARTS! PROJECT AND A 
VERY ATTRACTIVE ONE Too! 


THE SIGNAL FOR GRACE - A RAISED RIGHT ARM, WAS TAKEN BY EACH CAMPER, 
LEADER AND GUEST - THEN ALL WITH ALACRITY POUNCED ON THEIR SPOONS AND 
BEGAN THE DISPATCH OF A VERY EXCELLENT MEAL. OUR COMPLIMENTS TO THE 
Fuonrpa CHer! JHE DINING ROOM LEADER ADMITTED THAT HE HELD HIS BREATH 
WHEN THE CEREBRAL PALSY CHILD'S TURN CAME TO CLEAR TABLE AND ADDED THAT 
HE HADN'T HAD AN ACCIDENT YET! J NOTICED THAT A TACTFUL REGARD FOR TABLE 
MANNERS WAS OBSERVED BY THE LEADERS.) OTHER ACTIVITIES WERE MENTIONED: 
AMONG THEM OVER-NIGHT HIKES - A FOUR DAY TRIP ABOUT TO COME OFF - COOK= 
OUTS AND FARMING, (ONE COW AND SOME CHICKENS, WHOSE LIVES, ALAS, WERE 
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NUMBERED! ), A SERIES OF STROLLING KITTENS AND PUPPIES HAD BEEN ATTRACTED 
TO THE CAMP, ONE OF THE LATTER OF NAMELESS BREED, A SMART BROWN AND BLACK 
MADE HIS WAY TO THE MESS HALL DURING LUNCH. HE WAS PROMPTLY ESCORTED TO 
ONE OF THE TWO SWINGING DOORS ON EITHER SIDE OF THE DINING ROOM BUT AS 
FAST AS HE WAS OUSTED AS QUICKLY DID HE RUN BACK TO THE MAIN ENTRANCE TO

BEEN PREPARED INCLUDING COLORED SLIDES. AT THIS TIME WE WERE INTRODUCED 
TO THE LEADERS. HACH ONE BRIEFLY OUTLINED HIS DUTIES AND REACTIONS TO THE 
PROJECT OF COMBINING ABLE BODIED AND HANDICAPPED CHILDREN IN A COMMON CAMP, 
THROUGH THEIR DISCUSSIONS AND GRAPHIC DESCRIPTIONS THE OUTSIDER UNDERSTOOD 
MORE READILY WHY EACH LITTLE CAMPER'S FACE GLOWED WITH SUCH UTTER CONTENT, 


THERE ARE SEVERAL GROUPS EACH SUMMER, WHO ENJOY A PERIOD OF TWO TO 
THREE WEEKS, EACH PERIOD IS CALLED AN ENCAMPMENT, - AT THIS ENCAMPMENT 
THERE WERE 82 CHILDREN RANGING IN AGE FROM 7 To 11. HrppEN VabuLEY HAS A 
THREE POINT PROGRAM:ADEQUATE REST, THREE MEALS A DAY AND SWIMMING; HOW- 
EVER IT WAS STRESSED THAT NO CHILD WAS FORCED OR EXPECTED TO SWIM OR TAKE 
PART IN ANY SPORT IF THIS ACTIVITY LACKED APPEAL TO HIM. 


THE SWIMMING LEADER STATED THAT SINCE IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE TO HAVE 
JOINT COMPETITION BETWEEN ABLE BODIED AND HANDICAPPED HE HAD FOUND A 
SOLUTION BY PROVIDING COMPETITION FOR GROUPS OF THE LESS ABLE BODIED, 
GIVING THEM SPECIAL MERIT BADGES FOR ACHIEVEMENT SUCH AS STAYING IN THE 
WATER FOR A CERTAIN TIME, HOLDING THEIR HEADS UNDER WATER, FLOATING, ETC. 
SWIMMING IS NECESSARILY A SUPERVISED SPORT, AND SWIMMING PERIODS ARE 
ANNOUNCED IN ADVANCE, 


WHILE TALKING TO THE HEAD GARDENER HE COMPLIMENTED A CHILD IN BRACES 
FOR HIS PATIENT WEEDING AND HIS CAREFUL AND EXCELLENT WORK; FOR BY MOVING 
LESS QUICKLY, HE TOOK TIME TO DO A THOROUGH JOB, 


At THE NaTURE Hu?T THERE WERE CLASSES FOR THOSE WHO WISHED TO LEARN 
MORE OF PLANTS AND TREES, WE SAW DISPLAYS OF PARAFINED FLORA MOUNTED ON 
CARDBOARD, AND COTTON BEDS FOR CAPTURED INSECTS, NEATLY COVERED WITH

MAKES IT FINE COMING UP. PETE DOESN'T WANT HELP, HE's OK!", So wiTH 
PURPOSE AND COURAGE THOSE LIKE LITTLE PETE ADJUST TO THE PROBLEMS OF THE 
MOMENT, WHAT A WONDERFUL PREPARATION FOR THOSE TOUGH TIMES IN THE YEARS
